WASHINGTON, Feb. 13—President Wilson today handed a 


written statement containing his reply in the railroad wage con- 
troversy to the committee of three union leaders headed by B. 
M. Jewell of the American Federation of Labor Railroad Depart- 
ment. "We shall give careful consideration to the President's 
statement and advise him of our position later probably by 
letter," said Timothy Shea of the Brotherhood of ' Locomotive 
Firemen * Engineers and a member of the committee. The 
union leaders refused to state whether the President had granted 
them the Increase they asked. There were indications, however, 
that the President refused to grant the complete demands for 
an increase of approximately 40 per cent for two million rail- 
road employes. Leaving the White House the committee went 
direct to a hotel to report to the group of fourteen union repre- 
sentatives .whlen have 'been conducting negotiations with Rail 
Director Hlnes. The committee was with the President scarcely 
fifteen mfaMte*1 *fc received the men on the south portico of 
(he Whiter House. The union representatives tomorrow probably 
wifl make pHbtte a staetment of the situation as they see it, Shea 
said, "I believe we will forward a communication of some kind 
to the President today," said Shea. 
Shea who conferred with 


the President when a strike in 1917 was threatened said the 
President looked much the same today as he did then. His face 
is full, his color healthful and his eyes clear, said Shea. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13—President Wilson today handed to 


the representatives of two million railroad workers his decision 
on the wage demands and at the same time submitted to them a 
proposal which la expected to lead to further negotiations, it was 
authoritatively stated at the White House today. 


It was understood that the President .refused demands for 


the immediate wage increase of lapproximately 40 per cent. 
What constituted the counter proposal was not disclosed by the 
White House officials. 


Immediately after seeing the President the railroad men's 


committee consisting of Timothy Shea, head of the firemen, F. 
J. Manion, head of the Railway telegraphers and B. F. Jewell, 
head of'the American Federation of Labor Railray Department 
met other railroad representatives at a hotel. The committee 
of railroad men representing fourteen railway unions expects to 
frame a reply to Wilson's proposal as handed to the committee. 
This reply which they hoped to send to the White House late 
today, will probably be made public at the same time as the 
President's proposal which will be given out tomorrow. 


The committeeman said the President received them sitting 


in his wheel chair on the south portico of the White House. He 


muffled up in blankets, wore a gray sweater and a golf cap.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13—President Wilson today handed a 


written statement containing his reply in the railroad wage con- 
troversy to the committee of three union leaders headed by B. 
M. Jewell of the American Federation of Labor Railroad Depart- 
ment. "We shall give careful consideration to the President's 
statement and advise him of our position later probably by 
letter," said Timothy Shea of the Brotherhood of ' Locomotive 
Firemen * Engineers and a hiember of the committee. The 
union leaders refused to state whether the President had granted 
them the Increase they asked. There were indications, however, 
that the President refused to grant the complete demands for 
an increase of approximately 40 per cent for two million rail- 
road employes. Leaving the White House the committee went 
direct to a hotel to report to the group of fourteen union repre- 
sentatives .whlen have 'been conducting negotiations with Rail 
Director Hlnes. The committee was with the President scarcely 
fifteen mfaMte*1 *fc received the men on the south portico of 
(he Whiter House. The union representatives tomorrow probably 
wifl make pttbtic a staetment of the situation as they see it, Shea 
said, "I believe we will forward a communication of some kind 
to the President today," said Shea. 
Shea who conferred with 


the President when a strike in 1917 was threatened said the 
President looked much the same today as he did then. His face 
is full, his color healthful and his eyes clear, said Shea. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 13—President Wilson today handed to 


the representatives of two million railroad workers his decision 
on the wage demands and at the same time submitted to them a 
proposal which la expected to lead to further negotiations, it was 
authoritatively stated at the White House today. 


It was understood that the President .refused demands for 


the immediate wage increase of lapproximately 40 per cent. 
What constituted the counter proposal was not disclosed by the 
White House officials. 


Immediately after seeing the President the railroad men's 


committee consisting of Timothy Shea, head of the firemen, F. 
J. Manion, head of the Railway telegraphers and B. F. Jewell, 
head of'the American Federation of Labor Railray Department 
met other railroad representatives at a hotel. The committee 
of railroad men representing fourteen railway unions expects to 
frame a reply to Wilson's proposal as handed to the committee. 
This reply which they hoped to send to the White House late 
today, will probably be made public at the same time as the 
President's proposal which will be given out tomorrow. 


The committeeman said the President received them sitting 


in his wheel chair on the south portico of the White House. He 


muffled up in blankets, wore a gray sweater and a golf cap.

He was a 
man of Inveterate silence; tot the 
grim silence'of fortitude In suffering

reticence of black moods and chronic 
bitterness. .
